^e it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SECTION 1. The territory described as the north-west
quarter of the south-east quarter, and the north half of the
south-west quarter of section number twenty, in township
number on$ hundred and eight north, of range number
fourteen west, in the county of Olmsted, and embraced
within the limits of the school district of the village of
Oronoco, organized under the provisions of an act.entitled
"An act to organize a board oi education for the village
of Oronoco," approved March first, one thousand eight
huudred and sixty-six, be and tho same is hereby detached
from the said district and placed under the control and
supervision of the board of county commissioners of the
said county of Olmsted, and subject to the action of the
said board under the statutes relating to common schools.
